MISSISSIPPI. 

Rev. John Micou, Jr., of Louisville, informs us 
that a season of revival is enjoyed in two of his 
congregations. A protracted meeting, & new 
thing in that country, has been held with very 

uraging results. 
The Choctaw Association, with which he is 
connected, is making rapid advances in those 
views which are essential to the spread of Imman- 
uel’s kingdom. ‘Tiaree years ago it was organized 
with 9 churches. It now numbers 22——a very 
great increase, considering its location amidst an 
anti mission population. They now employ a 
missionary constantly. 

ARKANSAS. 

Rev. Evan Jones says in a letter of Dec. 27th, 
1841: 

“The field in this region is of immense extent, 
and I cannot but believe that the labors of as ma- 
ny faithful missionaries as could be supplied,would 
be crowned with abundant success.” 

He states that among the Cherokees in the In- 
dian territory a gracious revival has been enjoyed 
and that since the 26th June he has had the un- 
speakable satisfaction of burying by baptism, on 
a profession of their faith in Christ, one hundred 
and thirty-one of them. The work seemed still 
progressing.

W asnineton, Feb. 20,1842. 

The report of the Select Committee of the Senate on the 
Exchequer project, which willbe made to-morrow, is the 
great subject of interest among politicians here at present. 
In previous letiers, even so early as several wecks since, I 
have given an outline of the principal featares of this report 
as I then obtained from ahighsource. Of the correctness 
of this outline 1 was then well assured, and the reading of 
the report to-morrow will confirm its accuracy. The fol. 
lowing brief recapitulation of the sketch referred to, will 
give the principal points of the report. 

The bill which will be reporied in the Senate to-morrow 
morning, willcorrespond with that submitied by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in so far as relates to the clause in ref.- 
erence to the notes of specie paying Banks; and will be 
found to differ in removing further from the Execurive the 
power over the national purse, and in not authorising the 
issue of a greater amount of paper than will represent the 
amount of specie actually in the Treasury. It will allow 


The purchase of Bills of Exchange will be prohibited, but 
the sale will be allowed; the rate never to exceed two per 
cent. The Exchequer will be authorized to make collec. 
tions, for which in no case is it tocharge over one half per 
cent. The employment of the State Banks as agencies 
will be authorized. 

As I mentioned yesterday, this report has received the 
unanimous sanction of the Commistee. Its fate inthe Sen- 
ate remains tobe seen. Appearances are certainly more 
favorable to its success than they have been.
